Covina township, which comprises 


virtually all of the immediate valley 
surrounding the mile-square of the 
city of Covina, and all of Baldwin 
Park to the San Gabriel river, has 
9561 inhabitants, according to fig- 
urea released by 1930 census officials 
yesterday. 


This includes 2779 inhabitants in 


the city' of Covina, and all of the 
Covina union high school district. 
The political township is not to be 
confused .with the township surveys, 
which overlap, parts of which should 
in reality be included in the Covina 
political township, but lines were 
drawn in the old days according to 
political preferences of individual 
landowners, the reason for which 
have probably^ long ago disappeared. 


'West Covina returns.are given as 


769, with no comparative returns for 
1920. This is an incorporated area 
of the sixth class, but is entirely 
rural in fact, being comprised wholly 
of walnut and citrus orchards, with 
no trading center. 


If Baldwin Park is considered as a 


: separate trading center, the approxi- 
mate trading area of the city of Co- 
vina contains about 5,500 people. 
Based upon the figures of'the last 
ten years, tibia population can be 
expected to double in the next ten 
yean, especially when it is known 
that, large subdivisions, such as the 
Clara Baldwin Stockier hUl;

Just now the season is slackening, 


but from October to June the crop 
is in constant demand by the local 
dealers and stand-owners along the 
highways. The bright red stalks are 
attractively packed in boxes lined 
with blue paper, the wooden covers 
fastened

washed, and in a very short time 
fifty boxes, a half-ton, is packed and 
ready for market. The half acre, if 
all cut at one tune, would produce 
three tons to abutting.

Fighters Opens on

Groundwork for the protection of 
ios Angeles county mountain and 
?rush areas during the coming sea- 
ion is being laid this week at a 
raining school at Henninger Flats, 
three miles up ,the Mt. Wilson toll 
road. County Forester Turner is 
conducting the school for nearly 100 
seasonal fire guards. 


The men have been selected from 


a long list of applicants for the work 
md are declared to represent the 
aest material available in the coun- 
;y. Taxpayers of the county are 
particularly interested in the school 
Because the training given there 
means better protection to the wa- 
tersheds from fire.

Vten yeaife^a greater growth than any 
similar area m the state. The heav- 
' iest increase is found naturally in i 
Ihfe western end, the overflow from 
the Los Angeles metropolitan: area, 
extending as far as Monrovia. The 
trend is steadily eastward, but'is 
retarded materially in the eastern 
end because of the high value placed 
on citrus property, making it inad- 
yisahle, up until this time, for sub- 
divisions of the cheaper class. 
, In fact, it is predicted that the 
citrus area will grow thru the high- 
class subdivision demand, where 
from two to three acres and $25,000 
to $35,000 investments constitute one 
home. This is predicated largely up- 
on the, building of major east and 
west highways across the valley, the 
inclusion of a valley-wide sewer 
system, and more rapid transit on 
the Pacific Electric lines. 


f For more than fifteen years the 
"red line" system has contemplated 
the building of an overhead rail- 
road from the Sixth street station in 
Los Angeles to Valley Junction, 
which would cut fifteen minutes off 
the running time from downtown 
Los Angeles to Citrus avenue, Co- 
vina. All points east from the Los 
Angeles river have always been pen- 
alized by the "bottle-neck" at the 
Los Angeles plaza. 'Viaducts have 
relieved this situation 'to a large de- 
gree, "but fast rail transportation will 
not l>e-possible until the interurban 
li^es are-raised above grade in Los 
^Angeles. The running time of forty- 
two and forty-five minutes for li- 
mited trains from Los 'Angeles to 
Covina at the present time, is as 
good, or better, than is the case in 
other parts of the county, but can 
be reduced to thirty minutes thru 
partial grade separation. 


Covina township has shown a very 


healthy but conservative growth, 
due to the fact that high-priced land 
cannot be readily subdivided. The 
east end of the county appeals to 
the home-builder of better than or- 
dinary means, excepting in some 
townsite subdivisions. 


Of the area within twenty-five 


miles of Los Angeles, the east end 
is therefore just about the last to 
feel the outward surge of suburban 
growth, and "last and best" might 
be a~~good slogan for the upper San 
Gabriel valley to consider.

GROWERS PROSPEROUS 


Redlands.—California citrus grow- 


ers are in an enviable position among 
'armers of the United States, even 
ho the past year was not an excel- 
ent one and the crop was light, C. 
J. Earley, said on his return from 
Washington Monday. Earley is gen- 
ral manager for the Mutual Orange 
Distributors which sells citrus fruit 
'or 2000 growers in California. 


"California citrus growers are 


orosperous as compared with farm- 
ers generally," said Mr. Earley, who 
attended a meeting of the United 
States chamber of commerce in 
Washington. "I am more convinced 
han ever after hearing reports there 
hat the citrus growers of the state 
would make a mistake by going into 
1 single selling organization con- 
rolled by one body as some are now 
urging." 


Mr. Earley came back on the Vir- 


ginia thru the Panama canal. He 
was much interested in examining 
six California oranges shown him on

How much the people of the Unit- 


ed States spend on recreation, no- 
body can figure with any very close 
approach 
to accuracy. 
But the 


United States department of com- 
merce has just compiled some figures 
which indicate that on amateur 
sports alone we spend probably up- 
ward of half a billion—five hunderd 
million—dollars a year. 


This is not taking into account any 


of the professional so-called sports, 
such as baseball,_boxing, exhibitions, 
mofe in the nature 
hibitions than of anything which can 
properly be termed "sport." If the 
money spent for admissions to such 
affairs were included, as well as the 
money won and lost in betting on 
them, and there were added in the 
intercollegiate football games and all 
other events to which people pay 
admission tho they do not personally 
participate in them, the total would 
run well over a thousand million 
dollars. 


But the department's figures deal 


solely with the dollars and cents 
spent in amateur sports, the things 
people do themselves for the pleas- 
ure they get out of them, such as 
playing golf, fishing, shooting, tennis, 
"backlot" baseball, swimming and 
the like. And the figures throw an 
interesting light on the habits of the 
people of the United States as a 


There are now more than 5,000 


golf courses in the United States. 
And if you don't think that it a good 
many, I'll tell you it is more than 
there are in all the rest of the world 
put together! Golf was introduced 
into America from Scotland less than 
fifty years ago. The first golf course 
in America is said to have been laid 
out at Sarasota, Florida, by a group 
of young Scotchmen whose fathers 
had bot half a million acres of Flor- 
ida land for fifty cents an acre or 
so, and sent their sons over to see 
what they could do with it. That 


i was in the early 1880's, but it was 
'not until the 1890's, less than 35 
years ago, that golf really began to 
become popular, and its great vogue 
has been a development of the past 
twenty years. 


When you consider that it takes 


about 200 acres for a really good golf 
course, and few are crowded into 
less than 150 acres, we have some 
three-quarters of a million acres of 
land devoted to this one game, at 
the lowest estimate. Most of it is 
high-priced land, too, for a golf

We have ar- 
rived at the high state of tackle, 
assembled from the steel of Damas- 
cus, the barnbooes of Siam, the silk 
of Japan, the lacquer of China, the 
tin of Bangkok, the nickel of Can- 
ada, 
the feathers of Brazil, and the 


silver of Colorado—all compounded 
by mass production at Chicago, 111., 
and Akron, Ohio. And for magic and 
incantations we have progressed to 
applications of cosmetics to artificial 
flies and to wonders in special cloth- 
ing (for the fisherman)—to countless 
varied lures and liniments, and to 
calling a bite a 'strike.' Nor do I 
need to repeat that fishing is not the 
rich man's sport, tho his incantations 
are more expensive."

The tennis player and the 
golfer dress differently and neither 
wears the fisherman's rubber boots. 


Almost all of the games which we 


play are importations from Europe, 
but there are two of distinctly Amer- 
can origin. One of them is lacrosse, 
not yet as popular as it probably will 
become. The first explorers of North

CROQUETTES 


Croquettes may often be used for 
tilizing left-overs. Moreover, they 
dd an interesting and unusual note 


i meal, and are particularly appe- 
ng to many persons. In summer, 


specially,_they are a light and: at-. 


Mix a cup and a half of choppe 


eft-over, chicken with a half cup of 
white sauce made from four table- 
spoons of butter, one-halfv cup of 
lour, one cup of milk seasoned with 
salt and pepper.. Add the yolk of 
one egg, a little celery salt and a 
lalf teaspoon of lemon juice. Chill 
and then form into flat croquettes. 
Roll in egg white and fine crumbs 
and fry in deep fat. 


Salmon Croquettes 


Pick .over contents of can of sal- 


mon until you have two cups of 
laked meat. Add one-half cup of 
;hick white sauce, one-half cup of 
lour and one cup of milk. Add one 
:easpoon of lemon juice with salt 
and pepper to taste. Cool and shape, 
;hen egg and crumb and fry. 


Potato Croquettes 


Mix two cups of mashed potatoes 


with two tablespoon's of butter, one 
teaspoon of salt and a little pepper, 
celery salt, a few drops of onion 
luice and chopped parsley if con- 
venient. Beat well and add two egg 
yolks. Form into croquettes, dip in 
lour, egg white and crumbs and fry 
n deep hot fat. 


Bread Croquettes 


Pour;a cup of scalded milk over 


eight or nine slices of stale bread, 
add two tablespoons sugar, a pinch I 
of salt. Let stand till bread has 
taken up milk. Mix and press out | 
excess milk. Form into balls, roll in 
slightly beaten egg white and fine 
crumbs and fry in deep fat. 


Egg Croquettes 


This calls for six hard boiled eggs. 


They should be cooled and chopped. 
Now cook two. tablespoons of butter 
and one tablespoon of minced onion 
in a frying pan untii slightly brown- 
ed. Then add six level tablespoons 
of flour and about three-quarters of 
a cup of stock. Let this boil and then 
add a tablespoon of pounded sar- 
dines and the eggs. Cool and shape 
like eggs. Egg and crumb and fry 
in deep fat.

by Covina growers during the past two weeks, and the 
market bids fair to be firm and high thruout the Valencia 
season.

The pay-as-you-go gasoline tax has built $27,000.000 


worth of roads in California. Governor Richardson vetoed 
this measure; Governor Young supported it, and made pos- 
sible a saving of interest that is virtually the same amount 
as the principal. 


If forty-year bonds had been issued in this sum, the in- 


terest at expiration would be just about the same in amount 
as the original principal. Forty-year bonds double the cost. 
But under the gasoline tax system, the $27,000,000 is raised, 
is spent for roads, and the account is closed. Meanwhile, 
more gasoline tax money comes in, a continuous stream of 
revenue, paid directly as the gasoline is used, and more 
roads am built without an interest charge. 


Moreover, during Governor Young's regime, there has 


been a long low-cost period. Construction has been cheaper; 
materials have been cheaper. The state road work has been 
rushed because of this fact. Every advantage of low cost 
lias been taken. Cost for material, cost for overhead, has 
been the lowest in many years. 


It is true that this program has met with opposition. 


The opposition has come from firms and individuals making 
great profit from the issuance of long-time bonds. Such a 
p'recedent as has been set by the state in building roads 
without interest charge, is not favorable to the long-term 
bond business. Certain school districts have been looking 
longingly toward this system by which they might pay-as- 
they-go by raising their taxes for a few years to create a 
surplus, making improvements out of the surplus, and thus 
escaping the double-pay system of long-term bonds. 


Something here for the people to consider seriously. 


You may see the gas-tax plan attacked in this campaign. 
If such an attack develops, you will know why.

LONGEVITY 


Human life is not getting any 


longer, according to the men who 
make a business of studying vital 
statistics. The average life is longer 
because a larger proportion of ba- 
bies live to grow up. Fewer people 
die in childhood and early life than 
formerly, but the man who reaches 
fifty-four, which is the average ex- 
pectation of life of every new-born 
baby in America, has no better 
chance of living to seventy than his 
grandfather did; not so good, ac- 
cording to some. 


Certainly the average life of a 


president of the United States is 
shorter than it used to be. Col. 
Leonard P. Ayres of Cleveland, one 
of the world's famous statisticians, 
points out tlvat Mr. Taft lived longer 
—to 72—than any other president 
since Millard Fillmore, who died 56 
years ago. Out of the first eight 
presidents, Washington, who died at 
67, had the shortest life; John Ad- 
ams, living to 90, the longest; the 
othe-s were 85, 83, 80, 78, 73, and 68 
at their respective deaths. The aver- 
age life of the eight was 80 years and 
a half. The four latest presidents 
who died averaged only 66% years 
of life each; McKinley and Harding 
died at 58, Roosevelt at 61, Harrison 
and Wilson each at 67, Hayes at 70, 
Cleveland at 71, and Taft at 72.' 


The job of president of the United 


States is getting harder, for one 
thing. For another, nearly all men 
work more intensively and wear out 
their hearts and nervous systems 
earlier than men did a hundred 
rears 
ago. 


3ASOLINE 


The average motorist uses 571 gal- 


lons of gasoline a year. Every state 
now imposes a sale tax on gasoline, 
ranging from two to six cents a gal- 
ion. The highest rates are in Flor- 
da, Georgia, South Carolina and 
New Mexico. That is natural, since' 
those states have the largest high- 
way systems in proportion to popu- 
lation and taxable property values, 
tn Massachusetts, where the tax is 
only two cents and distances are 
shorter, the average motorist uses 
only 400 gallons a year and pays $8 
toward highway maintenance and 
improvement. Last year the total 
gasoline tax collected in this country 
was $449,731,000. 


The gasoline tax is one tax at 


which few persons grumble serious- 
ly. It is a tax the benefits of which 
are directly enjoyed by those who 
pay it. 


Garden Section 


Interested in 
Canyon Display 


Mrs.' Alice Clapp, secretary of the 


garden section of the Woman's club, 
has in hand information concerning 
the botanical gardens hi Mandeville 
canyon, which will doubtless be 
closed unless the county of Los An- 
geles steps in with a plan for re- 
financing or the women's clubs of 
the western states create an endow- 
ment to purchase the site and care 
for it. 


The garden as started is on a tract 


of 3500 acres, the property of Alonzo 
Bell, and others, who agreed to fore- 
go the profits to be had in subdivis- 
ion atid turn it over to the botanic 
group, that a part might be sold by 
them for endowment. The project of 
resale was started at the beginning 
of the slump in real estate activity 
and the plan fell through. 
Since 


then Mr. Bell and Hal A. Lloyd have 
personally kept the garden open at 
their expense, caring for the won- 
derful beginning that has already 
been made. 


The county of Los Angeles has 


been asked to buy the tract, to build 
and maintain roads, turning the gar- 
den area over to the city, which in 
turn would retain a certain portion 
for scientific purposes, the balance 
to be sold for endowment. In the 
event this is. done, Mr. Bell has of- 
fered to reduce his mortgage a mil- 
lion and a half, provided 1000 acres 
in the heart of the canyon will be 
designated for arboretum and bot- 
anical purposes, with a certain area 
for a scientific botanic institution, 
the balance to be sold for final en- 
dowment. If this is not done, there 
remains but one other way—for the 
women's clubs of the western states 
to come to the rescue.

BLOOD AND PD PGLE IN 


SCREEN EPIC OF WORLD WAR 


By HENRY L. MARSHALL 


Scenes from inside the home of 


Old Man War—that's what you see 
in the picture, "All Quiet on the 
Western Front," at Carthay Circle 
theater. 
• The reaction generally is: "If that's 
war, excuse me," and that is the de- 
sign of the picture. The artists give 
you the facts, and you are to supply 
your own moral. It is so intensely 
horrible and unbelievably unlovely, 
it keeps great audiences tense thru 
every moment—but there is a curi- 
ous thing about, this picture. There 
is a complete lack of a chance to cry. 
Everyone is familiar with the pic-^ 
ture that sets half of the audience' 
snivelling, and in another moment 
plays the opposite of laughter or pat- 
riotic fervor. But in this picture 
epic from the German book of the 
war, there is but one place whera 
the audience is inclined to applaud. 
Louis Wolheim, the hard-boiled ser- 
geant, says to his comrades at mess- 
time, just after they have been re- 
lieved from the front-line trenches: 
"The way to fight wars is to put all 
the politicians and generals in one 
field, and let them fight it out with 
boxing gloves." 


BLOOD AND MUD 


The entire picture is at the Ger- 


man front, with the exception of a 
few early scenes showing enlistment 
ii« German cities. The dug-outs are 
continuously under bombardment 
thru the greater part of the picture, 
which makes the picture belie its 
name, for the theater is a pandemon- 
ium of sound of bursting bombs, 
machine-gun fire and shrieking 
shells. There is only a rift in the 
bedlam when dialogue must be giv- 
en precedence. Civilization is shown 
at its greatest degradation, with men 
living among ferocious rats, cower- 
ing in underground tunnels while 
the barrage attempts to seek them 
out, crawling thru slimy pools and 
ponds on the advance, lying in 
graveyards where the dead of more 
peaceful days have been churned 
up to the surface by the shells. 


SACRIFICE OF YOUTH 


Thru it runs that pitiful note of 


youth utterly sacrificed for some- 
thing that they do not understand. 
As one character declares—it mat- 
ters not whether they, die or whether 
they eventually return to the Fath- 
erland—they are all destroyed for- 
ever. And that is true. No man ever 
emerged from three years at the 
front and took any important place 
in the affairs of the world. As the 
eternal barrage goes on they come 
to think of themselves as dead, and 
this alone makes it possible to live. 


There is marvelous heroism dis- 


played, but it does not thrill with 


the story-book war spirit. The home 
of Old Man War is too unlovely to 
inspire these men, or others, to fight 
for their country a second time, even 
if they were fit for service. Patriot- 
ism is as much out of place as love 
would be in contemplation of a 
loathsome sexual disease. Of loyalty 
to each other there is plenty; of de- 
votion and brotherly love there is 
plenty. But for nations that for any 
cause, or for no cause, precipitate 
such torture on human beings, there 
is not love, but horror, and an abid- 
ing distrust. "All Quiet on the West- 
ern Front" is a masterly, shocking 
indictment of civilized nations. 


AUDIENCES NUMBED 


Another outstanding bit of psy- 


chology in connection with this pic- 
ture, is that the great audiences at 
Carthay Circle enter the buijding as 
if about to attend some funeral of 
more than ordinary importance, and 
they leave in the same manner—sub- 
dued, speaking in low tones—little 
attempt at social chatter, and this 
apologetic. The sound effects, coupled 
•with the terrible enactment of the 
front line butchery, leaves, the audi- 
ence with a fear complex. What if it 
should happen again? When will it 
happen again, and why? If this is 
what man's intelligence has brot him 
to, are we not then lower than the 
animals, who at least fight with a 
purpose? 


There is one thot thai intrudes, 


and brings a ray of hope—which is 
that the inventions of the sound film 
may do much to keep alive a know- 
edge of war in its actual setting. It 
ias been declared that wars of ma- 
or importance generally skip one 
generation and break out again,'be- 
cause great wars cannot be promul- 
gated until there has been an inter- 
val of forgetfulness. Perhaps the 
science of the screen will keep alive 
his horror until something can in- 


to change the trend of civil- 


WORLD MORTALLY HURT 


H. G. Wells says that since the 


world-war civilization has been run- 
ning a neck-and-neck race with de- 
struction 
and 
disintegration—that 


the hurt of the world-war was al- 
most mortal, and recovery is by no 
means assured. 


"All Quiet on the Western Front" 


is at least doing its bit to keep the 
danger signals burning. As long as 
the memory of this book and picture 
survives, it will be difficult for poli- 
ticians to wave the bloody shirt, and 
get away with it.

Taxes on walnut land in this dis- 


;rict will be materially lower next 
year, as a result of a re-appraisal 
of values just completed by the 
county tax assessor's office. 


In keeping with a custom of re- 


valuing districts at intervals, ap- 
praisers have lowered the assessed 
valuation on the trees 50 per cent 
and on the land 10 per cent. Where 
;rees have died back, assessments 
have been lowered still more. 


In their work of revaluation, the 


appraisers found that assessment 
valuations here were out of line with 
those in other parts of the county. 


This lowering of taxes comes at a 


time when the walnut industry is 
suffering from over-production and 
lowered prices on walnuts. 


Assessments for young groves, just 


coming into bearing, were, raised, but 
the older groves will benefit greatly 
by the revaluation.

Roy Harris, reared in a Covina 


home and educated in the Covina 
schools, has returned from Paris to 
his homeland, with the recognition 
of the musical world as one of the 
foremost modern composers.

Two years later he went to New 
York to"" continue musical studies, 
engaging in settlement work as a 
means of livelihood. The paii four 
years have been spent in France, 
studying and composing under the 
criticism of the world's greatest ar- 
tists. 


Mr. Harris will return east in the 


fall for the production of one of 
two compositions which will be fin- 
ished during the summer, expecting 
to remain in the United States for 
the time being. 


Harris's early compositions to re- 


ceive special notice were a suite for 
a string quartet and "Andante" for 
symphony orchestra, given their first 
performances in Los Angeles in 1926, 
the latter being played in the Holly- 


j wood bowl. A sextet for string quar- 
tet, piano and clarinet followed, ap- 
pearing in New York as well as in 
Paris, receiving favorable comment 
from the musical columns of the 
leading dailies. Danderot, the lead- 
ing musical critic of Paris, speaks 
of this sextet in words of praise. 


A piano sonata, written in 1928, in 


the words of Paul Rosenfeld, author 
of "An Hour With American Music," 
"seemed to be charged with the 
feeling of many struggling, patient, 
tragical existences on this continent; 
on the farms, in the homes, long ago, 
here now." 


Mr. Harris is at present complet- 


ing a sextet for clarinet, piano and 
string quartet, under a commission 
from Mr. Bellison, probably the most 
famous clarinet player in the world, 
who will give the first performance 
of it in Town Hall, New York, late 
this fall.

After a short stay in 
San Bernardino the family moved to 
Lake county, the father following 
the gold rushes up and down the 
coast. As a child in Sacramento, 
Mary 'and other school children were 
given a ride on the first train to en- 
ter California from the east. 


In 1873 she became the wife of 


Charles F. Johnson, and three years 
later the little family came to south- 
ern California, choosing Santa Ana, 
a village with one store, a black- 
smith shop, and one or more saloons, 
as their home. For the first year the 
young husband and father worked 
in the blacksmith shop at a wage of 
fifty cents per day. In due time he 
became the owner of his own shop, 
the family residence at one time be- 
ing on the present site of the poly- 
technic high school. 


In 1900 the family moved to Co- 


vina, where Mr. Johnson entered in- 
to partnership with A. Nigg, the 
firm, known as Nigg & Johnson, 
purchasing a site for their business 
on the location now occupied by the 
Safeway store. This partnership ex- 
isted until the death of Mr. Johnson 
in 1918. 


Mrs. Johnson has been an invalid 


for the past thirty years, and had 
lived the last twenty-five years 
within the walls of her home on 
West Center street, never having left 
it except possibly on one occasicJh. 
During these years she had been 
bedridden, attended the greater part 
of the time by her children. Her two 
brothers, Perry L. and Aner Glines, 
have also lived for a number of 
years near the home of their sister. 
Mrs. Johnson always maintained a 
cheerful disposition, in spite of her 
adversities, enjoyed the fellowship 
of friends, and kept in touch with 
he world thru her newspapers and 
magazines. 


The funeral was held Saturday af- 


;ernoon, from Smith & Tuttle's fun- 
;ral parlors in Santa Ana, conduct- 
ed by Rev. Holt of the Church of the 
liatter Day Saints in Los Angeles.
